A man 
in Montreal was fined $200 and a 
Japanese near Kelowna, B.C, was 
fined $100 and the excess sugar con- 
fiscated, for having sugar in excess 
of the ration requirements. 


Monday, J. W_ Phythian, secretary- 
treasurey of the town, sent out tax 
notices to all tax payers. The tax- 
payers fairly gasped when they saw 
the amount they were taxed—-practi- 
cally half of last year. J. W. states 
some of the boys were so delighted 
with the drop in taxes they met him 
with a crock in one -hand and a 
cheque in the other..

With the new tea rationing regu- 
lations,, inquiries have come to ot- 
ficials of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, concerning the inclus- 
ion of tea in soldiers boxes. T. K. 
Wade, adminstrator of tea says these 
sannot be considered apart from the 
household allowance. If a housewife 
formerly used two pounds of tea a 
month purchases must now be re- 
duced to one pound per month and 
any tea for soldier’s boxes taken from 
the ration amount,

OTTAWA LETTER 
BY DR. F. W. GERSHAW 


In 1921 Arthur Edel was a modest 
wine merchant in Berlin, He sold a 
bottle of wine for 40 marks. He 
smuggled a few bottles to Holland at 
times and received $4 a bottle there. 
When he had $250 he bought with it 
the most beautiful house in the rich- 
est section of Berlin with a Rem- 
brandt “thrown in’, Another man, 
H. Stines, bought 1200 houses for 
less than $800 each. At that time 
there were 400 printing presses in 
Germany turning out marks day and 
night, An egg cost 125,000,000 marks, 
People felt they were being robbed, 
as indeed they were, and whole 
families started out on theiving ex- 
peditions. People stole from the 
churches, from their neighbors, from 
anyone they could reach to secure 
food and clothing, All the moral 
crimes even murder were committed 
by the few rich who had secured 
possession of material things or the 
desperate deluded poor whose earn- 
ings were of no value. The dis- 
possessed, the ruined, the fustrated 
and the frightened formed the base 
on which Hitler built his dream cita- 
del, 

Yesterday the galleries were 
crowded and almost all the members 
were in their places to hear the Prime 
Minister speak on the Natural Re- 
sources Mobilization Act. The sub- 
stance of his speech was that the 
government being relieved of any 
promises they had made by the vote 
of the people on the plebiscite would 
put conscription for overseas service 
whenever it was needed, This seemed 


to: appeal to most members as being 
the reasonable thing. However, it 
was bitterly resented by about 60 


of the Quebec members who call thé 
leader “Traitor King” because they 
claim he, by way of the plebiscite, had 
disregarded his promise not to 
force conscription. Members from 
Quebec who voted “yes” on the plebis- 
cite are now under fire, Several have 
had their homes attacked, windows 
broken and other damage done, One 
member told me he had been warned 


he voted for Mr. King’s amendment 
I said; “Oh, that is only the threat 
of some individual.” “No” he re. 
pled, “it was a resolution passed by 
2,000 people in a public meeting,” 

Mr. Hansen, the cotiservative lead. 
er, said he would support Mr. King’s 
amendment but there will likely be a 
long debate on it. While methods 
may differ and While free speech and 
much speaking, makes for slow pro’ 
gress, yet the fixed determination of 
practically all is te withhold noth- 
ing in making a maximum contribu- 
tion to the greatest struggle to wp- 
hold the rights of mankind that civil- 
ization has ever faced.

Our Air Offensive 


IN RECENT weeks the air offensive launched by the R.A.F. against | 
Germany and German-held military and naval bases in Europe, has awakened | 
a feeling of optimism among people of the United Nations. After being | 
for many months on the defensive, it has been heartening to see telling 
blows from the air delivered against German war industries and strategic 
points held: by the Germans. Captain Harold Balfour, British Undersec- | 
retary for Air, who headed the British mission at the United Nations’ Air | 
Conference at Ottawa, said of these raids: “It is a positive offensive, and| 
constitutes a second front in the air. We are holding a large force of Ger- 
man fighters over the West which they would dearly like to send Bast. 
We have also forced the Nazis to retaliate on England with bombers they 
could put to better advantage over Russia.” At present about eight hundred 
‘planes are available to take part in these R.A.F, attacks and it is expected 
that it will soon be possible to send over a thousand at one time. |

Axis Can Be over the results of this air offensive. The Axis nations 

are still strong and there is no indication that they 
Defeated can be soon or easily broken, Some interesting facts 
about the strength of the Nazis in Europe have been given by American 
newspaper correspondents who have recently returned in an exchange of 
nationals between Germany and America. These writers, many of whom} 
have spent months in internment camps, are confident that the Axis can be | 
defeated, but they emphasize that it can only be by an “all out” effort on} 
the part of the United Nations. They tell us that the people of Germany 
and Italy are feeling the strain, but that the Nazi machine is still strong 
and that Hitler is determined on victory in 1942. However, it may well be 
that the large-scale air attacks now commenced will mark a turning point 
of the war, and the beginning of an Allied offensive which will gather in 
proportions until the Axis nations are brought to defeat.

China Always Pays On Schedule In| 


Spite Of War 


This year the United States Gov-! 


ernment extended to the Chinese 
Government a $500,000 000 loan, and 
the British Government loaned $250,- 
000,000. The magnitude of these 
loans, says the St. Thomas Times- 
Journal, which are but a drop in the 
buckets of American and British 
finance, is indicated by the fact that 
they are equivalent to the entire vol- 
ume of Chinese currency in circula- 
tion. They mean a great deal to 
China, yet the amount of the British 


loan is only equivalent to paying for} 


the war for four or five days at the 
rate of British expenditure. 

China has had several previous} 
loans from both countries. Despite | 
its disruption of industry and produc- | 
tion, China, according to a report | 
from Washington, has been repaying 
its loans on schedule, Payment is not 
being made in money, but in essen- 
tial natural products, such as wood 
oil, which the United States wants 
and which they bargained for. 

China is not spending all her money 
on the war. She can run her war 
against Japan very much cheaper 
than the Allies. She has practically 


no navy; certainly no expensive bat- | 
tleships, and her soldiers only get a| 


few cents-a day. Her arms have 
been poor, and what she is getting| 
now that is ‘effective is supplied to] 
her under the lend-lease program. | 
She has re-established nearly 1,400 
factories in the hinterlands and built 
thousands of miles of highways.

Canadians will be required to register so that 
ration cards, good for the 10 week period, 
co.nmencing July lst, may be issued immedi- 
ately. At the end of that sparing a coupon 
ration book, good for six months, will be issued. 


HOW TO REGISTER 


Residents in Urban Areas not served by 
Letter Carrier, and Residents in 
Rural. Areas 


Application cards will be distributed to all house 
holders through the offices on or before Tues 
day, June 23rd. Additional cards will also be de 
livered for every person resident in the household, 
who bears a different last name from the head of 
the household. If needed, extra cards may be secured 
from local post offices, 


These application cards should be filled out imme- 
diately and dropped in the nearest mail box or post 
office. A pamphlet giving complete instructions will 
be delivered with each card. As soon as your name 
is duly registered at headquarters, ration cards, 
good for a ten-week period, will be mailed to you— 
one ration card for each person in your home, These 
will be for sugar only. 


Coupon Rationing for Sugar 
Becomes Effective July Ist 


Beginning July 1st, no one will be permitted to buy 
sugar for regular domestic use without a ration 
coupon, 

Prompt co-operation on the part of the public in 
filling out and returning their application cards is 
necessary to ensure return of the ration coupon 


card in time to purchase sugar on or after the 
above date, 


Remember—the amount of sugar allowed each indi- 
vidual under the new coupon rationing plan will be 
exactly the same as allowed at present—4 pound per 
person per week,
